In accordance with our discussion this morning, I checked with Dr. 
Houminer and he indicated that so far as he is aware. Example 6 is the only 
compound submitted that is not novel. The reference is U.S. Patent 4,036,237, 
to Teng. This compound was synthesized for comparative pyrolysis studies, and 
is, of course, outside the scope of the proposed claim. 


Dr. Houminer and Mr. Grubbs have suggested additional representative 
examples embraced by proposed claim I. They are as follows:

f) R = phenyl 
Rl = CH 3 

R 2 and R 3 = H 
R 4 = amyl 

g) R = p-CH 30 -phenyl! 


R 3 = CpHc 
R 4 = Butyl 

Proposell Claim 1 lls quite acceptable to us, however, we recommend that 
R 4 be expanded to include heterocyclic radicals, i.e. furfuryl. 

We look forward to receiving the finished application in due course.
